Chief Justice of Canada's Supreme 
Court, is on the list, as is Harold 
Willis Dodds, President of Priceton 
University and a director, of the 
council on Foreign Relations.

Rector of Laval University In Que- 
bec city, who holds various hon- 
orary degrees and has honorary 
degrees from Fordham and Ottawa 
Universities, and with Hon, Ray

1930, 
yesterday was elctrtcd tltird president of llic McGill Student 
Veterans' .Society, in a cainpiis-widc election that saw « vote of 
clojc to !)(KI polled. Mr, .Strovcr'? fttccrss wa> a ilmiblp one, for 
liis ciiliic slate was voted into power on a platform lo gain in- 
ct-caîcd grants and extend housing faciiiitcs. 

. Defeated in Ihe polling was John<> i 

T. siingster, Mr, Strovér's single ] 
opponent fof the presidency, and 
the slate of candidates who sup- 
ported him. He polled 324 votes to 
the new president's 527, and the 
voting for the other five positions 
indicated a roughly similar margin 
of difference, with the exception of 
the treasurer's post, where Bernard 
Rtibenstein won a narrow decision 
over Lillian Olson Lane, 446-to- 
413. 

GRA.VT INCREASES 
The apparent feeling of vets on 
the McGill campus as to the neces- 
sity for cost-of-living increases on 
their living allowances were em- 
phasised by both slates In their 
platforms, and both groups called 
for improvements in the vets' hous- 
ing situation. Both slate; also stres- 
sed the necessity of non-political 
action toward these ends, and Mr. 
Strover's program added a clause 
designed to facilitate the obtaining 
of student loans. 

' In a -statemcnt^lssued last night 
following the'-annduncement ot his 

victory, .Mr. Strover stressed the 
fact that the campus election, first 
to be held by the Vets Society, had 
served to Increase both interest 
and membership, "i .am glad to 
find that the adoption of the gen- 
eral ballot system for this election 
has more than tripled the Student 
Veteran Society's Membership," he 
said, "I thank all who voted for 
the interest they have shown, 
which cannot help but assure that 
constructive, solid support so nec- 
essary to our program." '. 

Hand-Over Meet 

.Mr. Strover also announced that 
a hand-over meeting would be 
called at aii early date, and that a 
"Vets' Do'' will be arranged soon. 

Yesterday's ballot also decided to 
amend the constitution so that in 
future a quorum will consist of 200 
members. Instead of the previous 
50 per cent of the society.

Musk This Wc$k

Two recitals of vary ins interest 
were heard Tuesday and Wednes- 
day of this week. Two youns 
pianists, George Haddad and Shura 
Cherkassky, presented piosrnmmes 
Which were very much alike in 
some ways and very different in 
others. 

Mr. Haddad opened his recital 
with the pKiying three Scarlatti 
Sonatas. They were sivcti a cool, 
clear, brilliant performance — in- 
deed the accent throuehoul the 
concert leemed to be on excessive 
speed and brilliance. Unfortunately 
ai the Impression made by all 
this cheer virtuosity palled — one 
found that, it hi,d much that could 
be Improved. 

With this^ amazinx technique Mr. 
Haddad ahould go far— however, it 
nnuit be understood that finger 
dexterity is but a means to an end. 
The Schubert and Chopin Sonatas 
on the programme were given 
clean, fast performances. This re- 
porter ' has never heard the fast 
movements played faster. However, 
this essentially romantic music 
needs much more than a correct 
fast performance to really put it 
across to the listener successfully. 

Debussy and Ravel, Estampes— 
particularly the Jardins sous la 
Pluie— and Alborada del Cracioso 
were heard to good advantage , . . 
but the music seemed bathed in 
llfele.M moonllsht iaitead nf warm 
llfe-givinR ."iinshine. With mnrc 
inlcrprelalive .'tudy, the quality o( 
Mr. Haddad's performances should 
equal his fluency. 

Mr. Cherkassky is a pianist of 
quite another sort. Hi.<i technique 
in such that never before have I 
heard its equal— even Horowitz... 
However never at any time was the 
listener unnecessarily made aware 
of it. 

A Suite for Piano by Jean Bap- 
tiste Lully opened the programme. 
Such control, intensity and fine 
playing hM seldom been heard be- 
fore. Mr. Cherkassky's pianissimo 
shadings were so clear, so 'delicate, 
they gripped the audience so com- 
pletely that someone in the orches- 
tra might have heard a pin drop on 
the second balcony. The audience 
was so held that none dared cough 
during the entire suite. This in- 
deed must have been a new experi- 
ence for a , Montreal audience. It 
was seventeenth" century music 
played in the seventeenth century 
manner on a twentieth century 
piano — which was made to sound 
like a seventeenth century in.'îlru- 
ment. Hnii Mr. Cherkassky played 
no more that evening, none in the 
audience could have gone home 
dissatisfied. 

Mr. Cherkassky continued with 
an Individual interpretation of the 
Beethoven Sonata Op. 101 with 
which Beethoven could surely have 
had no quarrel. The performance 
was fraught with nervous tension 
throughout. It was' playing In what 
may safely be called the Beethoven 
manner. Here the pianist seemed 
to bend backwards in his attempt 
lo avoid a virtuoso performance 
and some may have found his 
tempi a trifle too deliberate. 

The two Chopin works which 
followed might easily have come 
as an anti-climax. However, both 
works, particularly the Fantasie. 
received a very masculine and in- 
tellectual performance. It was 
Chopin played as the composer 



Szpinalski Displays 
Brilliant Technique 

On Wednesday evening, Stanslaw 
Szpiii.il.'îki Ciivr hl.s fiifl prrform- 
ance in Montreal, al ttic Plateau 
Auditorium. He displayed a bril- 
liant technique and a perfection of 
pedallini; .such as is rarely found 
today. This was never more notice- 
able than in the Pastorale and Ca- 
priccio by Scarlatti. The Pastorale 
was played moire sympathetically 
and less briskly than is usual, but 
the effect was pleasant; the Ca- 
priccio that followed 'w.as nicely 
cnpricioii.s. 

Mr. Szpinalski's interpretative 
ability was probably most apparent 
in the last part o( the program 
which was devoted to the works of 
Chopin. The Nocturne in C sharp 
miner was given a slow, effective 
opening and was followed by. a 
spirited second theme. Excellent as 
this performance was, it was sur- 
passed by the ntfxt . , , the Ballad 
in A Flat Major. The mood Of the 
poet was completely captured; it 
was superb Chopin. The two Ma- 
zurkas were well done, especially 
the on In C Sharp Minor that had 
as true a rhythm as one could hope 
lo find. The Waltz in A Flat Major 
was started at an extraordinarily 
fast rate but delicacy was never 
sacrificed for speed. 

The new Polish music that was 
performed, a Sonatina by Kassern, 
a Berceuse by Ekicr and a Sonatina , 
by Szeligowski. was very enjoy- j 
able, containing some bcnutifully 
simple melodies and some sparklin;; 
passages. It was well played by .Mr. 
Szpinalski and wa.s well received j 
by the audience. The performance ! 
of Debu.ïsy's Pucrta del Vina an;! 
General Lavigne was too erratic In 
be called good Debussy but, never- 
theless, proved interesting. 

Most disappointing on the pro- 
gram was the "Appa.sslonata 
Sonata" by Beethoven. The first 
nnd last movements were played 
dramatically while the second 
movement was done coolly. There 
was too much Szpinalski and not 
enough Beethoven, His interpreta- 
tion was not without musical value, 
but it did not measure up' to the 
other performances of the evening.

Exhibition of Abstracts 
at Architecture 
School 



There is an exhibition of pictures in the School 
of Arehllecturt, 3M4 University Street, which should 
be seen by all who are interested in the development 
'sf painting in Montreal. 

The painter U Lucien Morin. a French Canadian 
who has studiéd at the Ecole des Beaux Arl.i and 
who has since departed considerably from the aca- 
iemic ways. HLs paintings are experimental and 
'.airly dieply Influencéd by PieaSso. Braque and 
:-eg*r. What modem painter is not? The pictures 
ire not representational although théir forms have 
probkbly been suggèated by some actual ideu or 
»bJecU, Colour, lines and the play of shapes are the 
Jilngs which have interested the painter and which 
le wishes others to see. 

The pictures will undoubtedly arouse all the hys- 
:er|a and indignation that occurs wlUi an exhibition 
>f unusual paintings, generally due to the surprise 
If finding non>representational pictures In a frame. 
Some people seem not to be able lo overcome the 
;eeling that the picture must be of something and 
«Ither try to see something which is not there or di»- 
:ard what they do nt as hopelessly badly drawn. 
îU-angely enough compo«ition.s of mas.'ies of color, 
ines and patterns have concerned men for a far 
onger time than paintitig pictures in frames. Gar- 
leners. builrien. d*iignèrs of cloth and furnishiiigs 
rom thé moil ancient times, to mention a few, have 
txperimentid with the possibilities oi composition 



of form* and colors available in the materials they 
handiè aU quile unrepresentationaliy allhoujih not 
the lesi meaningfully.. Why should the modern 
painter be denied the opportunity of composing on 
canvas forms which interest him? These pictures 
Are not of anything but thémselveS. 

Mr. Morin is a thoughtful and sensitive painter 
whose style is developing rapidly.. The exhibition 
brièny dèpiets the prisant perisd in his development 
as well as a part tt thé Wholè movement of Montreal 
painting. 

Assuming the function of the artist Is to concert 
opinion, to inform, to point out the design *nd qual- 
ity of things or places or people, this man appears 
to be investigating imaginative, gouibly accidental 
patterns and exploring techniques of expressing 
there, In his work there ii no deep comment upon 
our social arrangcmento or an effort to show the 
pathos ate. of this situation 6r that, 

Mr. Morin has both talent and the courSgc to 
carry out his ideas. To appreciate him requires some 
sympathy and knowledge of hLs \t:tm>. and Intentions 
because his ways are unfamiliar. One feels an ef- 
fort to understand his work would be rewarding be- 
cause the man is obviously very sensitive; and one 
hopes that in his development. hU means of expres- 
sion and his intcrèsts will becomé leas - intellectual 
without becemini vulgar or losing the freshness and 
iéarlestnèis abundantly displayéd In this exhibition.

*St6ne Flower' Truly Creative Art 



"Stone Flower", a prize winning 
Russian movie now playing at HLs 
Majesty's Theatre, is advertised as 
a "revolution In colour"— this is a 
modest under.slatemcnt. For herc^ 
is a film so unique' in form and 
content, V^at it defies comparison 
to anything we have ever seen on 
a screen. 

lliis movie is a truly, creative 
art-form: it is an intricate blend- 
ing of all the arts— music, drama, 
colour-photography and story, All 
these phases of art have their own 
respective roles in the film, it is 
true, but a.s is^ the case in a ma.s- 
terpiecc, none predominates lo the 
detriment of others. In essence, 
Uie film is the closest approach to 
a Iri-dimensional form that we 
have yet encountered. Both back- 
ground musie and colour give 
depth to an otherwise two-dimen- 
sional screen, 

A paragraph may well be devot- 
ed to an appraisal of the colour 
process used in the film. When 
piarsii side by side with the typic- 
al Hollywood technicolor produc- 
tion, the latter may well take stock 
of ItselL For the colour process 
used In "Stone Flower" is amazing: 
It must be seen to be believed. The 
richness and depth of colour In 
some of the scenes were more than 
faintly reminiscent of this work of. 
Rembrandt or da Vinci. 

And the story of "Stone Flower" 
is the essence of simplicity. It is, 
briefly, a fairy tale— but it is a 
fairy tale of depth and idealism, 
charm and sincerity. The most 
cynical and hard-bitten auriicinr.

I the story by virtue of its technical 
and aesthetic power. 

The main thread of the story is 
woven about a young stone-caryer 
and his sweetheart; the conflict be- 
tween material success and true 
love— the latter winning out at the 
conclusion. It is in his search for 
material success that the stone- 
carver meets the "Lady of Copper 
Mountain," who offers him what he 
is seeking: but at the same time, 
unknown to the world at large, is 
putting him through a test— that of 
chno.sing between accessible mater- 
ial wealth and the true love he 
bears for his sweetheart. 

There is abundant use of sym- 
bolism and fantasy in the movie— 
the "Lady of Copper Mountain" 
being the outstanding example— 
but even these less crdible factors 
become curiously believable in the 
film. 

A word about the acting: gen- 
erally, there is no unfavourable 
criticism. The few moments of 
weakness in acting on the part of 
the stone-carver are overcome by 
the sheer overall ability of the cast 
at large. 

If we have nothing more to say 

concerning "Stone Flower", it is not 
through the lack of material; rather 
it is our Inability to express the 
.sheer beauty and simplitity which 
has been produced by master 
craftsmen. . . 

We have deliberately oiliitted 
listing (he cast; the names are un- 
known to us, and, we believe, to 
most ïturicnl.s.
